THE PREMIER CALIFORNIA STABLE. 

President Williams Likely to Cut a Formidable 
Racing Figure Next Winter. 

A nmiilier of years iiaek. wlien lie was Tliomas 11. 
Williams. Jr., the tiresent president of the Cali 
fornia .1»M-key Clnli eamiiaigned a stalile of racers 
under tile name of tlic Itiidine Stalile and witii 
It.'ii'ine. Flirtation. Don Fnlaiio, Riiifax and otlier 
goiMl ones, made quite an imiiressioii on the affairs 
Of the turf east and west. .\li<mt 1897 he tlistmsed 
of ids horses and for a nnmlier of years iixik no part 
in raeing. otlier than the diseliarge of his duties 
as president of the California Jockey Club and of 
tile Pneifie J<x-key Clnti. Two or three years liack 
Im decided to return to racing and. lx>ing a man wlio 
never dix-s tilings Iiy liaivtxs. has gradually aeen- 
midated a slable of formidalde |iroiM>rti<His in ail 
detiafinienis. While ids younger division is chiefly 
of tlie lireeding of tlie Bunts & Waterhouse stud

Keene carried all Ix'fore him lx)th in England and 
1’riuii‘e wllli Foxhall. wliich is the lH>st liorse tliat 
lias ever lM*en sent to EurotK* from the otlier side of 
the .Vtlantie. Mr. Vanderliilt has not only liiought 
liriNxIiiiares from .Vnierlca to Ix* mated witli Froncli 
stalliiHis. Imt he has :ilsi> been a lilM*ral Iniycr at 
the .vearlliig sales, and Sea Sick II. was one of Ids 
inireliaws. Northeast, the Grand Prix winner, 
was lin'd Iiy liimself. We are now proniised the 
patronage and suidKirt of several other .Vmeriean 
owners, wliii have been driven from tlieir native 
land liy bigoted and short-sighted legislation. 

“Mr. .Viignst Belmont lias already aequired a large 
estate in Norman.v. where be intends to estaldisli 
a stud farm, and Mr. Dtiryea has taken a lease of 
the Haras dn Garoii. fonnerl.v ix*eiiiiied Ii.v .M. Eph- 
riissi. Mr. T. P. Thorne, the owner of Magellan. 
l;ails from tlie United States, and tliere are several 
oilier .Vinerieans who are Interested in liorses niii- 
iiliig in FraiKT. If they are joined b.v Mr. Beliiiont 
mid Mr. Duryea. the stars and striiies will flap 
for a strong eoutiiigenk iu tlie near future. .Vll 
this will liriiig numey into the country and will 
undoubtedly be giMxl for the Freiieh turf.”
